Our judgement Is that a bad road 
in Japan, Is twice as bnd as bad roads 
used to be in Alberta. You go from 
one chuck and ditch to another. The 
finished roads are good but the traffic 
Is so Intense and so lawless that you 
seem to follow crisis after crisis 
which all but puts your heart In your 
mouth, as you brake or swerve to 
avoid hitting children, old folks, bicy¬ 
clists, or motor traffic. They all stop, 
turn or change lanes, without signals, 
or any care for the traffic behind. 

Well any way. or some way. we 
reached the mountain shrine town of 
Nlkko - about four p. m. This is one 
place In Japan that lives up to its 
publicity. 

Our reservations were made at Nik- 
ko Palace Hotel. This was a one story 
rambling hotel, set In an ancient gul¬ 
den, close to the shrines and temples 
It makes the boast, proudly, that the 
Prince of Wales stayed there. We 
were assigned the Chrysanthemum 
and Hollyhock suites, where he slept 
but that was 35 years ago. 

The rooms were pleasant, looking 
out across a mat verandah and porch 
way to the garden. Complete with 
Takonoma and western beds. The din¬ 
ing room walls and ceiling were em¬ 
bossed and embroidered silk. 

Meals were good and well-served for 
Western customers. The plumbing, 
however, showed its age. There was a 
wooden Japanese bath • about seven 
feet long, with a wooden slat floor a- 
round it, in their style. 

No hot water, but steam, was served 
morning and evening and your cold 
water soon hissed and gurgled until 
you achelved a hot bath. Service was 
good and the Hotel even provided 
free fireworks for the children. 

All this area is forest, a great deal 
of It evergreens. The avenues leading 
to Nikko are mostly eryptomerias, 
huge trees hundreds of years old.

Editor, Raymond Recorder, 

Sir: 

It Is Just about fifty years ago since 
1 came to this settlement, our Town 
of Raymond, and since that time I 
have been away for only two years 
w hen I lived in Taber and about three 
years In the First World War. But I 
liked Raymond and its people. We 
saw a sugar factory built here, the 
first in Canada, and it was erected 
by one of the best families we could 
think about — Jesse Knight by name. 
He was a fine man and what I would 
call a builder. The factory was not a 
success like they thought it would 
be. It was not anyones fault, It was 
a new country and they did not know 
the conditions, but It did start the 
way to bring the present factory here. 

Ray Knight left here one time but 
as he said later, he did not give them 
time to wash the dishes before he 
came back, he liked Raymond so well. 
Ray made a lot of sport here and I 
really admired him for it. 

Now what I would like to see is a 
memorial erected in front of the Town 
Hall. We could get granite rock from 
the Kirkaldy and a brass plate en¬ 
graved and unveil It next July 1st. It 
would be a nice thing in Raymond, 
it would show that we think of some 
of the pioneers and what they have 
done. 

If the people do not want this why 
not build a museum between the Post 
Office and the Library. 1 am sure we 
could find relics to donate to this 
The building would not cost much — 
we have raised money before, why 
not now? 

Think it over fellow-townspeople 
and let us do something about it.

RAMBLINQS IN JAPAN 

(continued from front page) 
lies, leading out In three directions. 
They loom high above the roads and 
you seem to ride In a tunnel of trees 

A famous Daimyo had 40.000 trees 
planted about 1648; and 18,000 still 
survive, of the original plantings of 
Matsudalna- you see some of the great 
stumps still, and many younger trees. 
One remembers the Redwoods of Cal¬ 
ifornia. 

Nlkko Is one of the National Parks. 
It combines the beauties of their an¬ 
cient arts, with scenic grandeur of 
mountain lakes and waterfalls. 

We look the first day of the holiday 
to drive up the mountain roads from 
Nlkko tow-p to 1-ake ChewrenJIi. 

This rond was perfect, but the 
climb to the pass Is breathtaking. 
Have always thought U>gnn Pass 
curves were exciting, but here you 
have 40 hairpin curves, short and so 
that you ran see as many as six of 
them one above the other, or below. 

Lake Chewzenjll when reached Is 
like Lake McDonald, as the surround¬ 
ing mountains are green to their tips 
and even Mt. Nantal Is smoothly 
rounded. 

There Is a cable car and suspension 
car. which travel straight to the mouti 
tain top, and many tourists travel 
that way to visit Regan Falls, the 
most noted In the country. As we saw 
It, with a drop of 330 feet and 25 feet 
wide, It could be compared with Mult¬ 
nomah, near Portland. 

It is a favorite place for Japanese 
suicides and In some years over 100 
people jumped from the top. The lake 
itself Is about 4 miles long. 2 miles 
wide and is lined with resort hotels 
and cottages. We enjoyed It because 
of the lovely summer day, the boats 
and people. After lunch at Nlkko Kan- 
ko. we explored the falls area and 
descended to the town of Nikko, visit 
Ing the stores, art curio shops, and the 
wood-carving factories. 

Next morning Mr. Swzukl arrived to 
be our Temple guide. He spoke fair 
English to explain the Shrine and 
Temple buildings and customs quite 
thoroughly. 

We Inspected some things off the 
beaten path. At the third Buddha 
Temple we saw their lovely private 
garden, from the rooms where Pres. 
Ulysses Grant lived and visited in 1879 

Generally speaking the Buddhist 
buildings are called Temples - Shinto 
structures - shrines. Now for our vis¬ 
its to them. 

San Butsudo (3 Buddhas) was just 
built In 848 when Shodashonln accord¬ 
ing to the legend just came to the 
mountain side. He could not cross the 
river, but after earnestly praying by 
the Buddhist Sutra, a white bearded 
old man suddenly appeared and 
hurled two snakes, one green, one red 
across the river. They became big e- 
nough and joined to make the Nlkko 
Sacred bridge. So the priest crossed 
and built the Bhrlne. 

It contains three golden Buddha Im¬ 
ages, a great bell, a bronze pillar to 
avert evil spirits, bronze lanterns, all 
with the crest of Tokugawa Shoguns, 
who really ruled Japan for 400 years. 
This crest Is made of three hollyhock 
leaves. 

However the most

Cats, Mountain Birds 
all curved and painted - with scenes 
of Chinese legends. Raramon Gate, 
Rolcamon Gate, Tutaarasan Shrine, 
are all outstanding.

Here are enshrined the spirits of the 
Great Japanese heroes and Shoguns. 
Here the sbrlne maidens dance with 
swords, bells and branches. Dressed 
In white blouses and long red skirts, 
they slowly tread down the evil spir¬ 
its, to the music of drum and flute. 
Here you may buy your fortune from 
the prleBts. If It Is good, you carry it 
away, but If evil, you must tie It on a 
bush or tree, so that the bushes are 
white with paper, given back to the 
Gods.

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Cooking Tips For 
The Bride 

by Consumer Section 
Marketing Service 
Canada Department of Agriculture 

There once was a charming young 
bride. 

So nervoua she Just could have cried 

A friend said, "Now look, 

It's easy to cook, 

These Ideas are tested and tried." 

Of course the friend meant the 
Ideas from the home economists of 
the Consumer Section, Canada De¬ 
partment of Agriculture. Very few 
women are born good cooks but any¬ 
one can become one and one of the 
most Important steps In achieving 
thlB Is the gathering of a collection 
of good recipes. A collection of reci¬ 
pes Is rather like a set of fine sliver; 
the longer It Is used, the more It Is 
cherished. A bride when collecting 
her first set of reelpeB will, no doubt, 
Include some of her own mother's 
and some of her new mother's aB 
well, because she will certainly want 
to prepare some of the dishes that 
"mother used to make." Site will 
also find that a good cook book Is 
really a necessity to fill In the gaps 
and that the free Consumer Section 
publications will prove Invaluable. 
These bulletins may be obtained, free 
of charge, from Information Service, 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa. 

Cooking for "Just two" does have 
Its problems but it they are faced 
squarely most of them will turn out 
to be problems of planning and shop¬ 
ping. Take recipes for example. Most 
recipes are written to serve four or 
six people so for two In order to 
avoid serving the same thing two 
days in a row, It may be necessary 
to divide a recipe In half or even a 
third. The bride will start off with a 
good set of measuring spoons and a 
measuring cup and she will find there 
are three level teaspoons In one level 
tablespoon and 16 . level tablespoons 
In one cup. 

There are two misunderstandings 
about good cooking that often over¬ 
shadow the bride’s attitude toward 
the kitchen. One is that cooking Is a 
great time consumer, and the other, 
that In order for food to be good It 
must be expensive. Neither of these 
ideas Is correct. Some of our favorite 
food, steak for example, may be cook¬ 
ed In a trice and others such as cas¬ 
serole dishes may take longger to 
cook but are comparatively Inexpen¬ 
sive. Much of the goodness of dishes 
such as beef stew and sauce for spa¬ 
ghetti and meat balls depends upon 
the long slow cooking. But Just be¬ 
cause a dish takes a long time to 
cook Is no reason why something 
elBe cannot be done in the meantime. 

Good cooking starts with a well- 
equipped kitchen, neither over or un¬ 
der stocked with an ample supply of 
staples, dairy products, meats, fish, 
by the blending of these products In- 
fruits and vegetables In seaon. It la 
to satisfying meals that the bride 
will gain recognition as a good cook. 

To shop to advantage requires 
careful planning and it is perhaps 
this part of cooking for two that 
causes the beginner more concern 
than anything else. To be a thrifty 
shopper in today's serve-yourself food 
stores it is important to decide what 
Is to be bought and prepare a list be¬ 
fore sarting out to shop. If the week's 
meals have been prepared ahead the 
staples can be bought at one time 
but a second or even third trip to 
the store may be necessary for the 
perishables. 

It is wise to check several stores 
for their prices and to buy where 
foods of the best quality are found. 
For economy It is best to purchase 
fresh Canadian produce such as 
fruits and vegetables during the sea¬ 
son In which they are most plentiful. 
Buy foods in quantity if there Is stor¬ 
age space for them and buy by grade 
to suit the family's needs. 

When selecting canned goods the 
best buying guide Is the label. It giv¬ 
es a clear picture of what is Inside 
the can — for example on a fruit la¬ 
bel will be found the size of the can, 
kind of syrup and the quality of the 
fruit as well as other details. It Is 
a good idea for the new homemaker 
to find out which sizes, varieties or 
grades of different foods are best 
for her purposes — for Bhe realizes 
the more she knows about buying 
foods the better shopper she will be.

\ What About Ulcort? 

Even though an ancient physician described ulcer of the slomacfT 
almost two thousand years ago, this disabling condition is particularly 
associated with the fast pace of modern life. About 10 per cent of all 
Americans develop an ulcer some time during their life. The disease is 
actually an eroded crater in the lining of the stomach or its exit passage, 
the duodenum. The crater is ere- ♦- 
ated by over-production of potent 
digestive acids. 

• Fortunstely, medical scientists 
are flnd.Mg new ways of helping 
ulcer victims overcome this pain¬ 
ful, sometimes fatal, gastric ail¬ 
ment. If you have an ulcer, luckily, 
youTI have pain. This is nature's 
warning. The pain is usually local- 
Ised right under the ribs and 
occurs in bouts of fifteen minutes 
to an hour’s duration. 

Unchecked, the gastric acids, 
which have penetrated the mem¬ 
brane lining of the stomach, will 
sat their way right on through 
the rest of the muscular tissue, 
sometimes causing a dangerous 
hemorrhage or a dumping of the 
stomach’s contents into the abdom¬ 
inal cavity and so bringing on 
peritonitis. 

We know that highly seasoned 
foods, smoking and other indul¬ 
gences can help cause peptic ulcer, 
but the mind is evidently just as 
important. Persistent worrying 
over business or personal affairs 
plays an important role too. 

What can be done fur ulcer suf- 


stand-by of the ulcer sulferer is 
still the antacid. The most com¬ 
monly used antacid is bicarbonate 
of soda, which acts to take the 
bite out of stomach acids by neu¬ 
tralizing them to form harmless 
compounds. A more effective sub¬ 
stance is Gelusil, which combines 
two acid-neutralizing substances, 
aluminum hydroxide and magne¬ 
sium trisilicate. Such a drug com¬ 
bines with the acid and also physi¬ 
cally coats the ulcer crater to 
protect it from further erosion, j 

One of the newest methods of 
ulcer medication is the use of the 
anti-secretory drugs, which inhibit 
over-secretion of gastric juices. 
Another line of attack on ulcers ia 
the use of sedatives such as pheno- 
barbital to cut down anxiety and 
nervous tension. If all these meas¬ 
ures fail, the physician may recom¬ 
mend surgery, particularly if the 
trouble is located in certain areas 
of the stomach. Under surgery, all 
or part of the stomach may be re¬ 
moved or a new exit from the 
stomach to the intestine may be 


ferers? Physicians know that diet ; f u,m *d by the surgeon 


is very important, that snacks be¬ 
tween meals put something be¬ 
tween the stomach and the potent 
acids it secretes. Surgeons have 
tried cutting certain nerves which 
stimulate acid production, and 
drugs have been developed which 
inhibit these nerves. 

None of these techniques, how¬ 
ever, completely sjiuts oh' the de¬ 
structive effects of acid, and the

Since It will eoon be strawberry time 
many of you will be considering (reel¬ 
ing them for your winter menus. So 
let's review tbe method. 

Stawberries may be successfully 
froien but be certain that tbe berries 
are at the height of maturity, ful¬ 
ly ripe, well colored and sweet. When 
you have them in your garden, gather 
the berries in the cool of the morning 
Sun-heated fruit may bruise excessive¬ 
ly from handling and result In an In¬ 
ferior frozen product. Ilaln-sonked 
fruit also produces a poor product. Ga¬ 
ther no more fruit than can be quickly 
prepared, packaged and frozen at one 
time. 

Wash the berries twice or more to 
completely remove all Band and duBt 
doing no more than a quart at one 
time. Never allow the fruit to remain 
In water more than one minute, since 
water-soaked fruit will not freeze suc¬ 
cessfully. Drain the fruit thoroughly 
then spread out on a tray covered 
with several thicknesses of absorbent 
paper toweling. Place In refrigerator 
to allow berries to become firm again 
before packaging. 

The hulled berries may be packed 
whole, but It Is recommended they be 
sliced in 2 or 3 pieces for better fla¬ 
vor. Crush slightly. To 4 lbs. prepared 
Trult add 1 lb. sugar. Fold over In a 
bowl until the sugar is dissolved and 
there Is sufficient syrup to completely 
coat the fruit. Or vou may pack the 
berries In liquid-tight containers, fill¬ 
ing firmly but not crushing. Pour over 
medium syrup (1 cup sugar to 1 cup 
water, yielding cups syrup) not 
forgetting to leave head space. The 
berries may be frozen with no su^ar 
at all, but sugar does preserve color 
and flavor. 

If you did not have the success with 
your berries last year that you hoped 
you would have, It may have been due 
to your method of defrosting them. 

Frozen fruit should be served Immed¬ 
iately after thawing since, If allowed 
to stand for any length of time at 
room temperature, the flavor, appear¬ 
ance and textureof the fruit will de¬ 
teriorate. Thaw the berries slowly In 
the unopened container in your refri¬ 
gerator or at room temperature. In¬ 
verting the container occasionally to 
distribute the syrup evenly. Defrost¬ 
ing in warm water is a poor method 
in that you are liable to allow fruit 
to become too soft before it’s served.
